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As shown in Fig. 1, the magazine holder 10 further comprises a map pocket 15 
formed on a rear side of the inner panel 11 wherein a pocket panel 151 is overlappecUy 
affixed to the rear side of the imier panel 11 to define the map pocket 15 between the 
pocket panel 151 and the imier panel 11. It is worth to mention that since the rear side of 
the magazine holder 10 is wrapped to fit the curvature of the user's body, the map pocket 
15 is designed for carrying a map or other sheet like element such as paper instead of 
carrying a rigid element that the user may feel uncomfortable. 

It is obvious that the map pocket 15 can be modified to be a pocket for carrying 
a bulletproof panel therein for safety purpose. 

One skilled in the art will understand that the embodiment of the present 
invention as shown in the drawings and described above is exemplary only and not 
intended to be limiting. 

It will thus be seen that the objects of the present invention have been fiiUy and 
effectively accomplished. It embodiments have been shown and described for the 
purposes of illustrating the functional and structural principles of the present mvention 
and is subject to change without departure form such principles. Therefore, this invention 
includes all modifications encompassed within the spirit and scope of the foUowmg 
claims. 
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
